The current sharp increase is the first definite indica- 
tion of the long-awaited spring upturn, and is expected to 
continue for some time, providing that the retail demand 
for new cars continues the upward trend noted in the 


past month. Field stocks have been reduced, in most | 


cases, to a point necessitating upped factory operations. 
For the most part, production was speeded right down 
the line for the current week, ending Apr. 9, the most 
notable gains being registered by Ford, Buick, Oldsmobile 
and Studebaker. 
Ford, which had been having a breather for some time

so as not to overstock dealers, bumped operations this 
week to around 15,000 units on five days, contrasted with 
a revised total of 9,000 units last week and 33,000 in the 
comparable period of last year. Coupled with Lincoln’s 
estimated 525 vehicles, the Ford group total is placed at 
15,525 units currently, according to ADN figures. 


Buick went on a five-day schedule at its main plant in 
Flint this week, and plans to turn out about 3,000 jobs, 
compared with 1,667 last week on three days. Oldsmobile, 
which worked only about one day last week, increased 
operations to three days this week, projecting 1,500 
assemblies as against only 340 last week. Combined with 
Chevrolet’s 15,000, Pontiac’s 1,350 and Cadillac-LaSalle’s 
500 estimates, the General Motors divisions should account 
for 21,350 units currently, compared with 18,861 last week 
and 49,366 last year, according to ADN figures. 

Chrysler divisions, which worked an extra day last 
week, figure to go along on the same basis this week, 
with 14,700 units carded for the week. Of this total,

With 1,020 vehicles scheduled for the current week, 
Studebaker’s output will about double the previous week’s 
assemblies of 602. Hudson, continuing its gradual ad- 
vance, has 1,125 jobs carded for the week, while Packard 
maintains its 1,200-a-week pace to lead the independent 
producers. Willys takes fourth place among the inde- 
pendents, with 900 cars projected, followed by Nash’s 650, 
Graham’s 325 and Bantam’s 150. Graham, which will get 
in only four days this week because of material shortage, 
plans to bump operations gradually. The miscellaneous 
group, according to ADN estimates, figure to account for 
5,400 units this week.

Despite new all-time sales of 2,116,897 
units in 1937, General Motors Corp. re- 
ported Monday net income of $196,436,598, 
or $4.38 per share, a drop of 17 per cent 
under 1936 earnings of $238,482,425, or 
$5.35 per share on common stock. The car and truck 
sales during 1937 were 3.9 per cent over the 2,037,690 units 
sold in 1936, and compare with 1,899,267 units in 1929. 

The decline in earnings, according to the annual report 
issued by Alfred P. Sloan jr., chairman of the GM board, 
was due to sharp rises in costs of labor, materials, etc. 
The net earnings, however, were the fifth largest in the 
history of the corporation, being exceeded only by 1927, 
1928, 1929 and 1936. 

Net sales during 1937 totaled $1,606,789,841, an increase 
of 11 per cent over the net sales of $1,439,289,940 in 1936, 
and eclipses the former high mark of $1,504,404,472 estab- 
lished in 1929. In GM’s 21-year history, the $1,000,000,000 
mark in net sales has been exceeded only seven times, 
and only twice has the figure gone over the $1,500,000,000 
mark, in 1929 and last year. 

Despite sit-down strikes early in the year and the 
slower pace of business in the last quarter of 1937, the 
corporation increased its payrolls and average number of 
employes to new high levels. Total disbursements for 
wages and salaries, Sloan reported, amounted to $460,- 
451,744, a gain of 19.9 per cent over 1936 and an increase 
of 18.20 per cent over 1929. Average number of employes 
during 1937 was 261,977, an increase of 13.6 per cent over 
1936 and 12.3 per cent over 1929. 

In addition to the record payroll payments, GM spent in 
1937 a total of $61,725,000 for added capacity and improve- 
ment of plant facilities. 

Sloan also revealed in the report that, at his 
own request, he has been eliminated from 
further participation in the corporation’s 
annual bonus plan, started in 1918. In 
discussing the present business situation, 
Sloan pointed to the sharp increase in labor costs and to

a growing lack of confidence and a fear as to the future 
of American business enterprise. 

“It is difficult,” he said, “to determine to what extent 
these two influences contributed in vroducing the situa- 
tion in which we find ourselves. The fact that they are 
extremely important in effect cannot be denied. To 
change the course that has been followed is entirely 
possible. It is believed that if that were done realistically 
and in the form of a consistent policy, a real foundation 
would be built for resumption of the normal trend of 
recovery on a far more sound and desirable basis than 
has existed heretofore.” 


Fighting back against the federal gov- 
ernment’s crusade on dealer contract 
systems used by Ford, Chrysler and 
zyeneral Motors, attorneys for’ the 
Chrysler Corp. filed in Washington this 
week a counter action, naming Attorney General Homer 
S. Cummings as respondent. It is in the form of a peti- 
tion to the U. S. district court that it declare the corpora- 
tion’s new contracts with its dealers, concerning the 
financing of automobile sales on time-payments, do not 
viclate the Sherman Anti-Trust Act. 

The action, first of its kind filed against the govern- 
ment under the four-year-old Declaratory Judgment act, 
is regarded as particularly important. It is also the first 
attempt to use the act in an anti-trust case, and if 
Chrysler wins it may set up a new system of adjusting 
difficulties between big business and the government. 

Claiming it has no interest in and no contractual rela- 
tions with any finance company, the Chrysler Corp. states 
in its petition that it “desires to obtain an abjudication 
as to the propriety of such contracts (with dealers) so 
that it may continue its business without being subjected 
to continued harassment from any claims of illegality.” 

Under terms of the new contracts, announced in 
February, it is provided that the dealer place financing
